A regular meeting of the Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society was 
called to order at 8:00 P.M. on Tuesday, December A, 1951, by Vice~

In the absence of the Secretary, the Society dispensed with reading of 
the Minutes of the November meeting, and no correspondence was reported, 
Mr. Kennedy reported that the auction sale held in connection with the 
annual dinner resulted in the sale of 70 pieces for a total of $119.95.

He then proceeded to 
discussion of his exhibit of some sixty specimens, including one or more 
examples from each of the better known series of tokens of the United 
States and the British Empire, Having explained that the subject is too 
complex to cover in a single evening, Mr, Eadtwood suceeded in giving a 
an adequate and entertaining summary of token collecting. 


My. Kiefer then called upon other members to describe briefly their exhibits, 
which were as follows: Mr. Gaede, a fine group of U.S. $1, $2 and $3 gold;

lars, and a handsome early German medal; Mr. Woodside, 32 English coins of 
Charles I, representing all mints and several of the nexessity issues.

The increase in the use of coins 
by the public in recent months, 
causing shortages in the supplies 
of some -of them, has resulted in 
a request from President Truman 
to Congress for an appropriation 
for an additional $1,430,000 for 
more coinage. 

When the present budget was 
prepared, he said, the “current 


been caused in part by the use of 
such money in the payment of 
sales taxes, carfares, tips and the 
like, was not known, The funds 
are necessary, he said, for the 
operation of the Bureau of the 
Mint in meeting this new demand. 

In the year ended on Jan. 
31, 1950, total value of coins 
outstanding had risen about $74,- 
000,000 to about $1,530,600,000. In 
the preceding year, the gain in 
outstanding coinage was about 
$16,000,000. -- 

Minor coins—nickels and pen- 
nies—in circulation on Jan. 31; 
1951, amounted to $371,560,000, 
;/against $355,675,000 a year be- 
fore; subsidiary coins— dimes, 
quarters and half-dollar's — 
amounted to $982,558,000, com- 
pared with $933,814,000, and silver 
dollars amounted to $176,652,000, 
compared with $167,641,000. 

One of the greatest needs is for 
more pennies. Bank supplies have 
been drained to an alarming degree 
in the last six months. Member

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‘Government Expand ing Output of Coins; 
Scarcity of Pennies Brings Rationing Here” 
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of New York were put on a ration|f¢ 


basis in January, because of the 
shortage. 

At that time, Allan Sproul, 
president of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York, sent a letter 
to member banks in which he 
said: 

“In order to effect a better dis- 
tribution of pennies to meet the 
needs of banking and business, will 
you please send us all pennies in 
excess of your absolute needs and 
urge both your depositors and your 
employes. to return’ their coin sav- 
ings to circulation as promptly as 
possible.” 

Why pennies and other coins are 
so much in demand now is a 
mystery to the mint. It all started 
in the last half. of 1950 and con- 
trasted with a lull in coin produc- 
tion in the first six months of that 
year, when the Philadelphia Mint 
shut down for two months because 
of a lack of demand for new coins. 

Pointing up the change in the 
demand, mint officials said that in 
the year ended’ on June 30, 1950, 
a total of 497,000,00 coins of all 
denominations was delivered to the 
banking system. In the July-Sep- 
tember period such deliveries rose 
to 408,000/000 coins, nearly ex- 
hausting the 420,000,000 coin in- 
ventory then on hand. 

Production of pennies accounted 
for 74 per cent of the total of all 
coins produced in the fiscal year 
1950, nickels for 14 per cent, dimes 
for 6 per cent and quarter-dollars 
for 3 per cent,

PENN-OHIO HISTORY 


(These excerpts are from Club organizational news as 
published in the “Numismatist’’ (August, 1939, page 
665, July Numismatist under Stark Coin Club News, 
page 581 and again under Akron Coin Club News in 
the ‘Numismatist'’ of November, 1939, page 948 and 
again under News item in ‘The Numismatist’’ page 
642, August, 1939.) 


The first annual meeting and outing of coin clubs in 
the North-eastern Ohio and Western Pennsylvania 
district was held at Geauga Lake Park, Sunday, July 9, 
1939 under the auspices of the Youngstown Numismatic 
Club under the chairmanship of Sam J. Kabealo”. 


At the above meeting, at the suggestion of Mr. 
Kabealo who was the originator of the idea of a Penn- 
Ohio Coin Clubs organization and who had visited 
clubs in the vicinity of Pittsburgh. Newcastle, Canton, 
Akron, Youngstown and Cleveland for this purpose, 
Mr. J. I. Zimmer (now of Albuquerque, N.M.) presided 
over this first outing. Mr. Kabealo nominated Dr. Y. A. 
Sargis of Cleveland for President of the organization 
and for Secretary John Gregor, also of Cleveland. Mr. 
Kabealo was elected Vice President at this first organ- 
izational meeting of the Penn-Ohio group. The original 
clubs represented were, Newcastle, Akron, Youngstown 
W.R.N.C. of Cleveland, Canton, Warren, Pittsburgh and 
the Western Penna. Numismatic Society, the latter 
named club is one of the co-hosts for the Fall Conven- 
tion in Pittsburgh, November 14-15-16, 1958. 

The registration for the above meeting was 182 mem- 
bers. In the following year (1940) Mr. Kabealo was 
elected President of Penn-Ohio. In the subsequent 
meetings of the clubs it was firmly established that Sam 
J. Kabealo was the originator and founder of the now 
active and strong Penn-Ohio Coin Club. Meetings were 
held in Youngstown, Pittsburgh, Canton and Cleveland. 

The war interrupted about 1941, then Mr. A. J. 
Croshier of Cleveland revived the group in 1951. Since 
that time, much credit must be given to Mr. Michael 
Kolman of Cleveland for the continued rise and success 
of the Penn-Ohio Coin Clubs.

PENN-OHIO HISTORY 


(These excerpts are from Club organizational news as 
published in the ‘‘“Numismatist” (August, 1939, page 665, 
July Numismatist under Stark Coin Club News, page 581 
and again under Akron Coin Club News in the ‘““Numisma- 
tist’” of November, 1939, page 948 and again under News 
item in ‘“The Numismatist”’ page 642, August, 1939.) 


“The first annual meeting and outing of coin clubs in 
the Northeastern Ohio and Western Pennsylvania district 
was held at Geauga Lake Park, Sunday, July 9, 1939 un- 
der the auspices of the Youngstown Numismatic Club 
under the chairmanship of Sam J. Kabealo.” 


At the above meeting, at the suggestion of Mr. Kabealo 
who was the originator of the idea of a Penn-Ohio Coin 
Clubs organization and who had visited clubs in the 
vicinity of Pittsburgh, Newcastle, Canton, Akron, Youngs- 
town and Cleveland for this purpose, Mr. J. I. Zimmer 
(now of Albuquerque, N.M.) presided over this first 
outing. Mr. Kakealo nominated Dr. Y. A. Sargis of Cleve- 
land for President of the organization and for Secretary 
John Gregor, also of Cleveland. Mr. Kabealo was elected 
Vice President at this first organizational meeting of the 
Penn-Ohio group. The original clubs represented were, 
Newcastle, Akron, Youngstown, W.R.N.C. of Cleveland, 
Canton, Warren, Pittsburgh and the Western Penna. 
Numismatic Society, the latter named club is one of the 
co-hosts for the Fall Convention in Pittsburgh, November 
14-15-16, 1958. 


The registration for the above meeting was 182 mem- 
bers. In the following year (1940) Mr. Kabealo was 
elected President of Penn-Ohio. In the subsequent meet- 
ings of the clubs it was firmly established that Sam J. 
Kabealo was the originator and founder of the now active 
and strong Penn-Ohio Coin Club. Meetings were held in 
Youngstown, Pittsburgh, Canton and Cleveland. 


The war interrupted about 1941, then Mr. A. J. Crosh- 
ier of Cleveland revived the group in 1951. Since that 
time, much credit must be given to Mr. Michael Kolman 
of Cleveland for the continued rise and success of the 
Penn-Ohio Coin Clubs. 

At this, the Fall Convention of Penn-Ohio, 1958 at 
Hotel Webster Hall, Pittsburgh, Pa., November 14-15- 
16th, your committee has planned a Past-Presidents 
Jamboree. We trust that all the Past-Presidents will be 
able to make the affair, as we are making preparations 
for a grand welcome, and the “BIGGEST AND BEST 
PENN-OHIO YET.”
